had no significance whatever. No notes 
or comment of any kind were inscribed 
or attached to the list. The prisoner 
was closely questioned concerning his 
residence at Paterson, N. J., but nothing 
important was learned. He declared 
that he knew nothing of Father Leo 
when the latter lived at Paterson, and, 
in fact, had never seen or heard of 
him before today. Guarnaccio admit- 
ted that he had been in Chicago, St. 
Louis, and other eastern cities, but dis- 
claimed any knowledge or connection 
with anarchists in any of these cities.

An ani- 
mal ‘red in tooth and claw with ravin 
has necessarily a disposition @eeply im- 
printed with the traits of anger, hate, 
fear and exultation in disaster to oth- 
ers. And even when it is no longer a 
question of slaughter, social! life itself 
has been a conflict fierce enough, a war 
of each against all, where a man's well- 
being is not compassed without regard 
to the defeat and death of others. 

“In the light of these facts it becomes 
plain that the yellow journal owes its 
existence to the persistence in men of 
primitive emotions of an essentially anti- 
social character, to the fact that emo-, 
tions are pleasurable, no matter whal 
their origin, and that people iwill pay 
to experience shock. 

“Pleasurable shocks may be classed 
with some reference to their socia! sig- 
nificance. We have, first, the emotional 
interest of the reflex type represented by 
the whole gamut of competitive games 
from marbles tO chess, which are pleas- 
ant. recreative and valuable—to the child, 
in developing a normal organism, and to 
the adult (in a society where the 
vision of labor prevails.) In taking the 
strain of certain overworked nerve cent- 
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pancakes and biscuits, and saves butter. 
Add the juice of half a lemon, and it 
makes a good sauce for a cottage pud- 
ding, which «aosts about five or six 
cents if made with a half cup of cur- 
rants or raisins.
